The twelve months of 1963 reflect another normal year of 
liiwn activities and affairs. In general, all business was con- 
ihii't(*d in the regular manner and there were no unusual or out- 
'lUuiding events to report. The Town General Account shows a 
in.'ill balance of $66.12 at the end of the year. 

Special expenditures made during the year concern the 
|i«n ( liase of the John Deere Tractor-Loader for $5,616.00, the 
1 nwn^s share of $836.40 for the paving of the parking lot, and 
I he Pine Flill Fire cost of $2,753.63. We have already received 
icnubursement for the major portion of the Pine Hill Fire cost 
linm Rutland Town and the State. All other expenses on the 
* Icneral Account conform to the budget established at the 
lirfjrinning of the year. 

During the year we received a petition that the present 
Town Dump location constitutes a health hazard and that it be 
moved. This matter is under study not only by the Selectmen 
I Ml I. also by the Vermont Department of Health, Bureau of 
I'lnvironmental Sanitation. We expect that a decision on this 
matter will be reached during 1964. 

Like everything else, our Town affairs and needs are chang- 
ing!;. New requirements; demand for more and better service; 
improvements and general maintenance of our equipment and 
liiji!;hways continue to make steadily increasing demands on our 
luulget which in turn requires higher taxes. To try to contain 
Niich increasing costs, we have initiated ways and means for better 
(inancial control, better planning and closer relations with local, 
founty. State and Federal agencies and individuals. All citizens 
can help this effort through careful consideration before any 
n'([uests are made for change or special service. 
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Once again we wish to acknowledge and record our special 
thanks to all Proctor residents for their cooperation and patience, 
the Highway Commissioner and his men for a job well done and 
to all local, district and staff members and officials for their help 
and cooperation in the conduct of our affairs. 

We wish to again remind you that the Selectmen meet every 
Thursday evening at 7:00 P.M. All matters pertaining to Town 
affairs and highways should properly be presented at such 
regularly scheduled meetings.

This twenty-eighth in the series of annual reports submitted 
to the people of Proctor presents tabulations for the calendar year 
1963. In the Department of Social Welfare's program of assist- 
ance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of hospital 
and physician services, as well as the excess over $80.00 per 
month in Nursing Home care, are assessed against the town ol 
settlement of the recipients of such care. Participation charges 
incurred by your community during the past year for each of 
these types of care were as follows: 

Nursing Home Care $393 . 00 

Hospitalization Services $237 . 90 

Physician Services $14 . 70 

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in 
the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the 
rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for the 
care of Committed Children are borne equally by the local and 
state agencies. Charges assessed against your communit}'' for 
the former amounted to $326.26 and for the latter $50.73 for the 
year just closed. 

Diu'ing 1963 assistance w^as granted to 7 residents in your 
community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled pro- 
gram. Direct money payments to these persons were financed 
entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the other programs 
financed from these same sources were Services for the Blind, 
Adoption Services and Medical Aid for the Aged. While no 
town-by-town records are compiled for these categories, their 
benefits were available to all ciualified residents.

To those who believe 
S poUo gains entry into the human body via the intestoa 
tract the Sabin vaccine is the answer to the problem, but it 
ems unfair to discredit the value of Salk-Vaccine or to 
,,hink that the five thousand shots given to the People of Procto 
without charge, were wasted. Far better, to-day, .The shot 
plus the drops gives total, or near total protection against Poho. 

Lastly, it has come to my attention through the State 
Board of Health, as well as the people of Newton and Garden 
Streets, that the Urning of trash at the town dump constitutes a 
real nuisance. With a gyrating wind, the air over the above 
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mentioned streets is saturated with the stench of burning trash. 
It seems altogether fair and necessary that some consideration be 
shown these people. The problem deserves the urgent attention 
of the village authorities in collaboration with the authorities 
of the town of Pittsford. 

So, until next year may I take this opportunity to wish all 
of the people of Proctor a healthful and happy year in. 1964,
